John  I>.  Bracken,  Condemns  Present 

Social  Efficiency  at  Meeting. 

At  the  dinner  mooting  of  the  Knights 
of  the  Hickory  Sticks  hold  at  the  First 
M.  H.  Church  in  Maryville  on  Satur¬ 
day  ovening,  January  17,  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  Schools  John  L.  Bracken  of 
Clayton,  Missouri,  who  is  now  Prosi- 
<lont  of  tho  Missouri  State  Teachers 
Association,  dcclarod  that  our  prosont 
social  science  machinery  had  failed  to 
keep  paco  with  science  and  invention. 

Tho  spoaker  pointed  out  that  there 
are  now  inventions  in  machines  which 
if  tlioy  wero  allowed  to  get  on  the 
market  would  replace  much  of  the 
present  machinery  because  of  their  un¬ 
usual  proficiency.  IIo  oxplaincd  these 
inventions  or  machines  liowevor  would 
not  be  allowed  to  got  out  or  get  in  the 
mnrkots  because  this  would  ruin  the 
capitalists  or  thoso  who  have  money  or 
interest  in  tho  machinery  in  uso  today. 
Thud  while  wo  have  tho  scionco  and  tho 
inventions  yet  wo  do  not  have  a  society 
well  ouough  organized  or  controlled 
that  wo  can  keep  people  from  stealing 
or  destroying  .  tlicso  new  machines 
which  would  benefit  society. 

Superintendent  Bracken  said  that  if 
our  political  leaders,  our  law  makers, 
and  thoso  in  chargo  of  administering 
govomm.on.ts  woro  as  efficient  as  our 
engineers,  our  civilization  would  ad¬ 
vance  moro  rapidly.  Ho  said  that  tho 
political  leaders  in  both  our  great 
parties  had  a  tendency  to  turn  back 
and  soo  what  s'oino  of  their  respective 
party  ancestors  would  say  about  a 
certain'  issue,  instead  of  bringing  mod 
oru  training,  skill  and  judgment  to  bear 
on  tho  question.  In  connection  with  this 
the  speaker  asked  if  a  mechanic  in 
fixing  a  carburotor  which  needed  re¬ 
pairing  today  would  look  at  it  and  say, 
“Well  now  I  wonder  what  Henry  Ford 
said  about  this  in  1900?” 

Mr.  Bracken  said  that  today  it  is 
twenty-firo  times  moro  dangorous  in 
New  York  and  ono  hundred  timos  more 
dangerous!  in  Chicago  to  walk  down  the 
street  than  it  is  in  London,  England. 
He  also  showed  that  tho  record  of  a 
gangster  who  was  found  dead  recently 
showed  that  our  society  had  tolerated 
him  to  tho  oxtont  that  while  ho  had 
been  arrested  twenty-five  times  in  the 
last  year  of  his  life  and  had  been 
arrostod  moro  than  ono  hundrod  times 
in  his  entiro  career,  yet  ho  was  running 
free  at  tho  time  of  his  death.  Ho  stated 
that  thero  are  moro  criminals  running 
free  than  wo  have  ministers'  of  the 
gospol. 

The  spoaker  asked  why  in  America 
should  wo  have  boon  called  upon  some 
yours  ago  to  liolp  feed  hungry  Bolgians 
when  Belgium  controlled  tho  radium 
supply  of  tho  world  and  lcopt  tho  cost 
of  this  matorial  so  high  that  wo  could 
not  buy  it  to  savo  tlio  lives  of  our 
frionds  sufforing  from  cancer. 

Mr.  Bracken  questioned  again  the 
functioning  of  our  modern  society 
whon  wo  in  Amorica  will  allow  cortaiu 
companies  to  control  tho  typo  of  foods 
which  our  childron  noed  to  s'avo  them 
from  doformity  and  such  diaoaseB  as 
rlckota. 

Mr.  Brackou  said  that  anothor  war  is 
possible  unless  wo  koep  on  tho  job, 
and  that  wo  should  praiao  thoso  who 
bond  thoir  efforts  to  stop  war  boforo 
they  come,  rather  than  praise  thoso 
who  am  horoos  during  ward.

President  Lamkin 
Speaks  at  Forum 

In  an  address  boforo  tho  Mon’s  Mon¬ 
day  Forum  luncheon,  January  19,  on 
the  subjoct  “Tho  State  Survoy  Re¬ 
port,”  Proaldont  Uol  W.  Lamkin  eaid 
that  tho  quostiou  was  largely  tho  ques¬ 
tion  of  whothor  tho  state  would  aecopt 
the  modern  theory  of  taxation  or  still 
“•in"  to  tho  old  taxation  methods. 

Mr.  Lamkin  said  that  at  tho  predont 
time  thore  uro  37  statos  which  have 
'  comnuHaionH  studying  tho  taxation  prob- 
km  U  efforts  to  make  their  state 
systenuj,  qf  fixation  efficient  and  ade¬ 
quate  to  meet  the  changed  situation 
which  has  come  about  during  tho  last 
few  years. 

President  Lamkin  discussed  briefly 
tho  throe  divisions  of  tho  Survoy  Bo- 
Pott  hat  said  'that  there  was  no  ques¬ 
tion  but  that  t^ip  State  should  function 
in  the  management  and  control  of  the 


institutions  undor  discussion  just  ns  it 
had  in  tho  past.  Ho  also  said  that  thore 
was  no  question  raised  at  tho  presont 
time  as  to  tlioso  who  hnvo  control  of 
or  aro  managing  tho  institution. 

As  to  why  tho  Commission  stressed 
.tho  tax  situation,  Mr.  Lamkin  explain¬ 
ed  that  tho  Commission  felt  that  the 
(icoplo  today  wero  not  thinking  in 
terms  of  penal  institutions  or  such 
other  institutions,  but  wero  thinking 
moro  in  terms  of  money. 

Concerning  tho  talk  about  the  groat 
amount  of  money  which  is  to  bo  spent 
for  education  if  the  report  of  tho  Com¬ 
mission  id  adopted,  Prosidont  Lamkin 
produced  two  clippings  from  St.  Louis 
pud  Kansas  City  newspapers  which 
show  that  plans  are  under  way  for  the 
expenditure  of  $70,000,000  for  educa¬ 
tional  purposes  for  these  two  cities 
alone  soon.  Tho  $40,000,000  which  the 
Commission  recommends  bo  spent  for 
educational  purposes  over  tho  ten  year= 
period  of  time  for  tho  entiro  state  is 
but  a  little  moro  tlmn  half  of  the 
amount  which  two  cities  in  tho  state 
proposo  to  spond  on  themselves.  In 
answer  to  tho  suggestion  that  the  state 
voto  bonds  to  raiso  tho  money  for  edu¬ 
cational  purposes  President  Lamkin 
said  that  the  interest  on  tho  $40,000,000 
in  bonds  at  5  per  cent  would  equal  the 
amount  which  the  commission  proposes 
to  spend  each  year  and  that  the  bonds 
would  then  have  to  be  paid  for  some 
timo.  Ho  showed  also  that  to  float  the 
bonds  the  personal  property,  etc.  of  the 
stato  would  have  to  guarantee  or  be 
surety  for  the  bonds. 

Concerning  tho  attitude  of  some  wlin 
aro  saying  that  we  should  look  after 
tho  penal  institutions  and  tho  asylums 
and  othor  such  institutions  first',  Presi 
dent  Lamkin  cited  a  caso  of  a  person 
with  a  sore  foot  who  goes  to  a  doctor 
fpr  treatment.  He  explained  that  the 
doctor  would  not  only  look  after  the 
sore  foot  but  would  also  administer  to 
tho  welfare  of  tho  entiro  physical  body 
of  tho  sufforer  in  order  that  tho  sore 
foot  could  have  pure  blood  and  nour¬ 
ishment  and  tho  sooner  got  well.  Dr. 
Lamkin  said  that  tho  soro  foot  could 
1)0  likened  to  tho  ponal  and  othor  such 
institutions  of  tho  state,  and  that  while 
wo  should  properly  look  after  them  we 
should  also  look  after  tho  other  needs 
of  the  stato  as  one  means  for  a  cure 
for  tlicso  institutions. 

President  Lamkin  showed  that  while 
wo  hnvo  increased  expenditure  in  the 
last  sovon  years  for  buildings,  automo¬ 
biles  and  life  insurance  from  48  to  8(5 
percent,  the  incroaso  in  tho  expenditure 
of  the  national  income  for  educational 
purposes  had  increased  but  .04  percent 
in  tho  snmo  period  of  timo.  “Thero  is 
no  doubt  in  tho  minds  of  thoso  who 
have  boon  studying  tho  question  for  n 
period  of  years  but  that  there  must  be 
moro  fodoral  support  for  educational 
purposes,”  Prosidont  Lamkin  declared, 
but  ho  added  that  tho  problem  is  how 
to  get  tho  aid  and  not  loso  tho  state 
control. 

According  to  tho  speaker  there  are 
two  theories  in  ovidonco  in  our  stnte 
as  to  how  tho  educational  situation 
tihould  bo  mot.  Tho  conservative  theory 
would  spend  all  tho  resources  of  n 
community  beforo  tho  stato  would  stop 
in  and  holp  to  community  to  give  the 
minimum  or  meagre  educational  facil¬ 
ities  for  tho  children.  Tho  other  thoory 
elmmpionod  by  the  Survey  Commission 
would  havo  tho  Stato  guarantee  to  pro¬ 
vide  moro  or  hotter  facilities  and  then 
allow  tho  community  to  provido  more 
or  bettor  facilities  if  it  so  dosirod. 

Prosidont  Lamkin  showed  how  the 
Survoy  Roport,  if  adopted,  would  re- 
duco  personal  and  real  ostato  taxes  to 
tho  amount  of  sovon  and  ono-half  mil¬ 
lion  to  olevon  million  dollars  and  place 
tho  tax  burden  where  it  should  bo,  on 
incomo,  luxury,  corporation,  etc.

Mr.  Mhunce  says  in  this  article  that 
wo  aro  continuously  hearing,  from  the 
business  leaders  of  tho  country,  that 
the  fundamental  causo  of  tho  present 
business  depression  is  over-production. 
Almost  any  article  ono  reads  relative 
to  this  subject,  emphasises  this  point. 
And,  while!  tho  business  men  aro  doubt¬ 
less  sincoro  whon  they  offer  this  as 
tho  primo  causo  for  our  prosont  dis¬ 
tress,  yet  it  seems  rather  inconsistent 
to  say  that  tho  troublo  arises  from 
ovor-produetion  when  millions  of  men, 
woinon  and  childron,  are  cold,  hungry, 
and  on  tho  vorgo  of  starvation.

Forensic  Union  Now

The  Forensic  Union  constitutional 
committee  haB  drawn  up  a  constitution 
for  the  Union.  It  was  presented  to  the 
Union,  Monday,  January  2G,  by  Lowell 
Galt,  Chairmnn  of  tho  committee.  It 
was  accopted  as  tentative  by  tlio  Union, 
duo  provisions  boing  mado  for  addition 
of  various  by-laws.  Tho  Union  is  model¬ 
ed  after  tho  English  Oxford  Union  and 
pursues  much  tho  samo  policy  in  the 
conducting  of  programs,  etc. 

After  the  ratification  of  tho  consti¬ 
tution  Emil  Copeland  gave  a  vory  in¬ 
teresting  talk  on  “Rural  Crime.”  Fol¬ 
lowing  this  talk  tho  houso  was  in  order 
for  regular  open  forum  discussion. 

A  system  of  credit  points  has  been 
worked  out  by  n  special  appointed  com¬ 
mittee.  The  credit  points  may  bo  drawn 
from  tho  fields  of  forensic  extension, 
forensic  council  work,  participation  in 
intorcollegiato  forensics,  and  for  ap- 
penranco  on  regular  forensic  programs 
beforo  tlio  Union.

Study 


Dr.  ft.  A.  Kruso,  head  of  the  Depart 
merit  of  Education  at  tlio  Capo  Gir- 


ardenn  Rtato  Teachers  College,  has 
made  an  interesting  study  of  the  sub¬ 
jects  taught  in  tho  (MO  first  class  high 
sclinnU  of  Missouri.  Upon  tho  request 
of  President  Serena,  Dr.  Kruso  has  tab¬ 
ulated  the  findings  of  this  study  and 
placed  them  in  tho  hands  of  tho  faculty 
for  tho  benefit  of  tho  collego  students 
who  aro  preparing  for  high  school 
teaching. 

Tho  compilation  gives  a  list  of  all 
high  school  subjects  with  tho  numbor 
of  high  schools  offering  them  from 
,  1U2(1  to  102!),  thus  showing  tho  incroasc 
■  or  decreaso  of  demand  for  certain  sub¬ 
jects. 

All  first  class  high  schools  of  Mis¬ 
souri  (<M0)  offer  American  History, 
Algebra,  and  tho  regular  four  units  of 
English.  Speech,  in  the  field  of  English, 
has  boon  perhaps  tho  most  phenomenal 
growth.  In  192G-27,  twenty-two  high 
schools'  offored  courses  in  speech.  In 
1928-2!)  speech  was  taught  in  104  high 
schools. 

Anothor  now  subject,  high  school 
geography,  a  social  science  subjoct,  is 
fast  superseding  commercial  geography. 
Tho  first,  has  increased  from  168  to  308 
in  three  years  while  tho  latter  has  de¬ 
creased  from  111  to  73  in  the  s'amc 
period. 

Teachers  specializing  in  social  science 
should  bo  mindful  of  other  changes  tak¬ 
ing  placo  in  their  field.  All  high  schools 
offer  American  History  in  the  11th 
grade,  614  offer  citizenship  in  tho 
ninth  grado,  a  great  majority  offer 
American  Problems  in  the  12th  grade 
and  World  History  in  tho  10th  grade. 
The  teaching  of  European  History  is 
rapidly  doclining.  Sociology  is  taught 
in  73  schools,  Missouri  History  in  only 
31. 

bangiiagos,  as  high  subjects,  are  on 
tho  doclino.  Latin  is  still  in  tho  load 
hut  has  declined  from  306  to  261.  Span¬ 
ish  and  Froneh  arc  taught  in  less  than 
1 00  schools.  German  in  only  3.  Greek 
was  taught  in  one  high  school  in  Mis¬ 
souri  in  1926  and  lias  since  been  drop¬ 
ped  entirely. 

In  1928-29  music  was  taught  in  278 
schools,  manual  training  in  79,  art 
(drawing)  in"  57. 

In  the  field  of  agriculture  and  homo 
economics  tho  subject  of  genoral  agri¬ 
culture  is  by  far  tho  most  widely 
taught,  boing  offered  in  495  high 
schools  and  cooking  is  taught  in  210 
schools,  Bhowing  a  slight  increase.  No 
doubt  tho  goneral  opinion  that  these 
subject  scan  be  taught  at  homo  plays 
a  part  hero. 

Now  subjects  aro  being  offored  in 
the  field  of  business  and  commerce. 
Commercial  arithmetic,  commercial 
English,  business  practice,  and  sales¬ 
manship  aro  subjects  that  have  just 
mado  an  appearance. 

Genoral  Scionco  is  taught  in  552 
schools,  physics  in  224,  a  decline  in  this 
field. 

A  careful  study  of  these  facts  should 
provo  very  valuablo  to  tho  prospective 
high  school  teachers  and  holp  them  to 
proparo  for  tho  subjects  that  aro  in 
demand.  Dr.  Kruso  deserves  much  crod- 
it  for  presenting  to  us  such  practical 
and  helpful  information. — Tho  Capaha 
Arrow.

From  actual  observations  made  of 
sixty  College  students  who  wore  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  working  In  the  Colleg 
library,  records  show  that  over  a  per¬ 
iod  of  thirty  minutes  tho  avearge  stud 
ent  wastes  one-third  of  his  or  her  time. 

The  largest  amount  of  timo  waste: 
by  a  student  out  of  a  thirty-minutr 
period  of  timo  was  found  to  be  twenty- 
one  minutes.  Tho  average  numbor  of 
distractions  for  the  group  was  six 
while  the  greatest  number  of  distrac¬ 
tions  reported  for  an  individual  was 
21.  Tho  amount  of  timo  supposedly  los' 
by  tho  student  when  voluntarily  or  in 
voluntarily  distracted  was  aeeuartoly 
recorded  and  charted. 

It  is  significant  that  there  were  two 
porfoet  records  charted  for  two  of  the 
students  in  the  group.  Ono  perfect 
record  was  mado  by  a  junior  and  one 
by  a  sophomore.  In  the  group  observed 
thero  wore  twenty  freshmen,  twelve 
sophomores,  twelve  juniors,  twelve  sen¬ 
iors  and  four  unknown  students  whose 
distractions  wore  recorded. 

This  experiment  in  sustained  appli¬ 
cation  was  carried  out  by  members  of 
the  class  in  Education  24  which  is 
taught  by  Miss  Lois  Ilallcy,  principal 
of  tho  Collego  High  School.  Students 
in  tho  class  who  mado  the  observations 
wero  acquainted  with  the  students  ob¬ 
served,  but  the  students  under  obser¬ 
vation  did  not  know  that  their  distrac¬ 
tions  woro  boing  recorded. 

While  no  correlations  have  boon 
made,  observation  and  records  seem 
to  indicato  even  from  this  little  study 
that  tho  students  who  had  the  greater 
number  of  distractions'  were  students 
who  aro  making  low  grades,  or  failing 
in  class  work. 

The  numbor  of  distractions,  tho  dur¬ 
ation  of  tho  distraction  and  tho  dura¬ 
tion  of  sustained  application  intervals 
have  boon  recorded  accurately  on 
graph  paper  by  tho  members  of  the 
class  which  made  tho  observations 
Somo  of  the  distractions  aro  given  as 
follows:  Reserved  chair  for  another 
person;  watches  a  porson  leave;  inter 
ruptod  by  neighbor;  watches  person 
come  into  library;  friends  arrivo,  talk 
to  them  and  watched  thorn  disappear; 
seemed  interested  in  tho  shoes  worn  by 
a  person  passing  by;  watches  crowd 
leave  library,  watches  students  coming 
and  going;  tried  to  sloop;  looked 
around;  looks  through  pages  of  book; 
looks  at  follow  ncrosd  table;  gazes  into 
space;  watchos  boy  hunting  book;  ad¬ 
justed  books  to  eyes;  talked;  looked  at 
door;  looks  at  friond’s  notebook, 
laughs;  gazes  around  room,  whispors 
and  visits;  sharpens  pencil,  listens  to 
other  peoplo  talking,  and  looks  to  see 
who  comos  in.

Tho  employer  dictates  into  tho  dic¬ 
tating  machine,  which  records  his  text 
on  a  cylindrical  record.  Tho  secretary 
takes  tho  record  from  the  dictating  ma¬ 
chine  and  places  it  on  the  transcribing 
machine  from  which  she  then  hoars  the 
words  of  the  employer  and  writes  them 
on  tho  typewriter.  After  a  record  has 
boon  usod  it  is  put  in  tho  shaving  ma 


chine  and  tho  imprint  of  tho  last  dic¬ 
tation  by  tho  employer  is  removed  from 
the  record.  It  is  estimated  that  ono 
record  may  bo  usod  sevonty-fivo  times 
before  it  must  be  discarded.  It  is  also 
I  estimated  that  tho  cost  of  maintaining 
i  the  machine  does  not  exceed  that  of 
supplying  the  secretary  with  paper  and 
pencil  to  talco  the  dictation  of  her 
i  employer  in  tho  usual  manner. 

With  the  aid  of  this  machine  it  is 
I  possible  to  save  much  time.  Tho  em¬ 
ployer  may  dictate  when  his'  secretary 
.  is  not  present.  Tho  secretary  may  take 
tho  dictation  when  tho  employer  is  not 
present,  and  that  way  neither  is  forced 
to  wait  on  the  other  to  get  his  work 
done.
